Museum Plans Move Ahead

The Greenbelt museum, long awaited and anticipated 
by residents, is slowly becoming a reality. Although prog¬ 
ress has been moving at a sluggish rate, a location for 
short term occupancy has been found and opening for the 
museum has been designated for 1987. 

With the replacement of the will be original Greenbelt furni- 


old windows and radiators during 
the GHI REHAB, many people 
felt that something should be 
saved to preserve Greenbelt's his¬ 
tory. So in 1978 a committee was 
formed and thus began the ere 
ation of a museum for Greenbelt. 

“Once the city gets title of 
North End, things will begin to 
move," says Michael McLaughlin, 
administrative assistant, who, 
along with the Greenbelt museum 
committee has been working on 
a permanent location for the mu ¬ 
seum as well as what will be ex¬ 
hibited in it. 

Ideally, what both the city and 
the committee would like in the 
way of a permanent location is 
a GHI duplex where the museum 
could occupy one-half and a li¬ 
brary and offices, the other. But 
at the moment, until the commit¬ 
tee can get hold of a duplex. 
North End school has been chos¬ 
en as a temporary location. 

What the museum will exhibit 


ture, consisting of a complete 
living room and bedroom set, as 
well as photographs displayed on 
poster board showing Greenbelt's 
past. As time goes by, other 
items pertaining to Greenbelt’.s 
heritage will be added. 

The dhairman of the museum 
committee, Ray McCawley, hopes 
that the museum will become a 
community effort involving resi¬ 
dents, city officials, and Green¬ 
belt Homes Incorporated (GHI). 
Both McCawley and McLaughlin 
hope that donations will be given 
for the museum's inception and 
maintenance. Although grants are 
available for funding museum ex¬ 
hibits, there is no funding for 
their opening. 

If planning continues on a 
steady course, and the title for 
North End School is obtained by 
the city, then opening for the 
museum will hopefully take place 
on the 50th anniversary of Green¬ 
belt in 1987. 


The survey, a duplicate 

of the one used in 1981, asked 
five questions. One requested re¬ 
spondents to evaluate certain 
governments and services. On a 
scale of which the highest pos¬ 
sible was 4.00, the average rair- 
ings of city services was 3.02 
(2.94 in 1981). Ratings for coun¬ 
ty, state and federal govern¬ 
ments were 2.44, 2.79 and 2.53 
respectively. 

Among individual services the 
highest rated was fire and res¬ 
cue, 3.57, the same that it re - 
ceived two years earlier. Rec¬ 
reation programs, 3.37, led the 
list of city services, followed in 
order by refuse collection, rec¬ 
reation centers, other recreation 
facilities, athletic fields, police 
(tied with street maintenance), 
youth counseling (tied with street 
lighting), and parks maintenance 
all rated above 3.00. Playground 
maintenance and recycling did 
not quite make this plateau. Ani¬ 
mal control was dead last Metro¬ 
rail led the lackluster transpor¬ 
tation ratings at 2.31, followed 
by Metrobus 3 *^^ Commuter rail 
(B. & O.), 2.18 and 2.12 respec¬ 
tively. 

Also requested were resident's 
views on whether expenditures 
for certain city services should 
be increased to improve service, 
decreased to reduce service or 
remain the same. More than 14,- 
000 individual choices were made. 
Of these, 58 percent supported 
keeping the same level of ex¬ 
penditures, almost 37 percent 
opted for increasing expenditures 
and less than 5 percent asked 
that they be decreased. 

Almost two-thirds of those re¬ 
sponding favored spending more 
money for police patroling. More 
than 60 percent would have more 
spent for bus service within the 
city and for crime information 
and prevention programs. Both 
assistance to the elderly and to 
the handicapped polled majority 
votes. More people apted to in¬ 
crease expenditures to develo-p 
new parklands than the number 
who asked that they remain the 
same, but such an increase failed 
to attain majority support. In 
all other cases (13 of 21), the 
majority view was to maintain 
the current level of spending. 

Certainly Greenbelt voters were 
not threatening a “taxpayers' re- 
vx>lt.'* On the contrary, they ex¬ 
pressed satisfaction generally 
and, in some cases, indicated 
they would support Council if it 
chose to increase expenditures. 

How to put North End School 
to use was the next question. The 
clear favorite, more than 43 per¬ 


cent, among 15 possible choices 
was as a senior citizen activity 
center. Six other uses enjoyed 
the support of more than one in 
four of those who answered the 
question—day care center/pre- 
school, day care center/school 
age, special education programs 
for the handicapped, arts facility 
(arts and crafts), recreational 
programs and Greenbelt Museum. 

North End School is a large 
building. Its size and facilities 
lend themselves to multiple uses. 
All of those listed above could 
be accommodated at one time as 
could some that received less 
support — and still others, for that 
matter. The questionnaire estab¬ 
lished what citizens feel should 
be accorded priority in the mix¬ 
ture of uses to which the building 
can be put. 

Bond Issue 

Another question sought opin¬ 
ions on whether the city should 
issue bonds for some large capital 
projects and, if so, for what 
projects. Six were selected by at 
least three respondents in 10; 
six others by fewer than two 
in 10. 

Almost 44 percent of those re¬ 
plying chose renovation of North 
End School as a worthy project. 
Also highly favored were pur^ 
chase of parkland, an indoor 
swimming pool, limited bus ser¬ 
vice, pedestrian/bicycle trail and 
improving older city streets. 

In actual numbers the largest 
segment of respondents were 
among those who voted in the 
North End precinct. In percent¬ 
age of those responding to total 
precinct vote, Springhill Lake 
led and Greenbelt East brought 
up the rear. By type of residence, 
townhouse/co-op dwellers were 
high; but in percentage of those 
eligible, single family home resi¬ 
dents were far in the lead and 
apartment dwellers as far in the* 
rear.

A new organization hoping to 
acquire and operate the four ser¬ 
vice stations being divested by 
Greenbelt Cooperative Inc. (GCIi 
has been incorporated in Mary¬ 
land. Calling itself Consumer 
Services Cooperative, Inc. (CSC), 
the group is headed by Thomas 
J .Martin, a former speaker of 
the GCI Congress and former 
member of GCI's board of direc¬ 
tors. Chief operating officer is 
Robert M. Avedon, manager of 
the petroleum division for GCI. 

The new cooperative's founders 
believe the four service stations 
to be a highly viable operation. 
Present employees of the sta¬ 
tions would be retained 

The new co-op is actively seek¬ 
ing broad-based support from 
current members of Greenbelt 
Cooperative and from resi lents 
of the communities in which the 
stations are located on a tra¬ 
ditional cooperative fair-sha..e 
investment basis. (See ad in this 
paper.)

Health care costs last year in 
the U.S. topped $322 billion, 
which was nearly 10 percent of 
the GNP. In addition, medical 
costs have been rising at more 
than three times the inflation 
rate. Despite last year's Medicaie 
cuts and the fact that the elderly 
pay higher medical bills now 
than before the passage of Medi¬ 
care, the 1084 Federal budget 
plans for Medicare and Medicaid 
recipients to pay an even greater 
share of their costs.

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Maintain Commitments 

To the Editor: 

Every day I read about another 
squabble between all of the peo¬ 
ple involved in the planning, de¬ 
velopment and construction of the 
Metro system. It's normal for 
people to have a difference of 
opinion as to whom a subway 
shall serve and how far it should 
extend. But this kind of dialogue 
has been, going on for 25 years. 
It's time to put a stop to it and 
get on with the construction of 
the subway. 

It isn't fair for a transporta¬ 
tion system to be proposed, 
planned and designed and then 
emasculated at every opportunity. 
Based upon the original plans, 
people buy homes, build office 
buildings and shopping centers, 
and otherwise dedicate their 
lives around the proposed trans¬ 
portation system, which is the 
normal human development pro¬ 
gram in the history of any coun¬ 
try and any community, “That’s 
where it's at,” is the expression 
commonly used in indicating the 
center of activity. And it, ob¬ 
viously, has applied from time 
immemorial to the railroad station 
and the harbor. 

How can any responsible, and 
especially “Johnnie come lately,” 
board member or other “function¬ 
ary” try to undo what has been 
historically set and based upon 
which millions of people have 
invested billions of dollars. Isn't 
it obvious, even to a simpleton, 
that if a responsible board has 
designed and shown and appro 
priated for a station to Green¬ 
belt, that thousands upon thou¬ 
sands of homes and hundreds of 
businesses would have located 
there in anticipation of the sub¬ 
way stop? Ever since the line 
to Greenbelt was announced, 50,- 
000 people have housed them¬ 
selves in the immediate vicinity. 
Fifteen shopping centers and 
hundreds of retail stores have 
been built, involving over a 
thousand business establishments, 
and, oh, yes, over ten office build¬ 
ings with over a million square 
feet of rentable and occupied 
space have been constructed in 
the area of the proposed Green¬ 
belt Station. 

Greenbelt is now like the Rock¬ 
ville Pike with its tremendous 
traffic and business activity, un¬ 
questionably a great measure of 
which is attributable to the Metro 
line. And why should Rockville, 
Shady Grove, Glenmont, Vienna 
and Springfield be entitled to be 
serviced by Metro, when they 
are much furtlier out and far less 
populous and business oriented 
than Greenbelt. 

Let’s stop using the subv/ay as 
a rubber band or punching bag 
or even a piece of clay, which 
have the resiliency of being 
changed at the whim and caprice 
of any and every official involved 
in the Metro system. We’re build-

Deserves Our Support 

To the Editor: 

A very important piece of leg¬ 
islation affecting planning and 
land use in Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty is being considered by I be 
County Affairs Committee of the 
Prince Georges House of Delega¬ 
tion to the Maryland General As¬ 
sembly. The Bill, PG 418-84, 
'''ould perfect the Prince Georges 
Home Rule Charter, which was 
overwhelmingly approved by the 
voters in a 1970 refeiendum. The 
provisions of Article Vli of the 
adopted charter covering plan- 
i'Hig and zoning were not im¬ 
plemented because th«^ Maryland 
National Capital ParK and Plan¬ 
ning Commission (a bi-county 
agency that is a creature of state 
law) successfully challenged Ar¬ 
ticle VII on the basis of its con¬ 
flict with state law. PG-413--84 
would essentially remove that 
conflict and, in effect, reinstate 
Article VII of Prince George.s 
Home Rule Charter. 

The practical effect of PG 
413-84 would be to measurably 
strengthen the role played by 
local communities in the land use 
and master planning process and 
it deserves our support. 

Among the improvements that 
PG~413-84 would bring to the 
planning and zoning process are: 

- Require master plans to con¬ 
tain cost estimates of required 
public facilities to support land 
uses, if the plan were approved; 

- Provide for citizen petitions 
to bring to referendum any mas¬ 
ter plan, sectional map amend¬ 
ment, or amendments to the 
zoning ordinances for Prince 
Georges; 

- Prohibit conditional and 
floating zones; 

- Give Citizens Associations 
standing to take zoning appeals 
to court. 

I don't think I have to con¬ 
vince Greenbelters of the value 
of those and other provisions of 
Article VII that would give need¬ 
ed balance to the land use and 
planning process that aiiejts us 
so greatly in our goals of pre¬ 
serving Greenbelt's essential 
character. 

If you share my belief that 
Greenbelt and other areas of 
Prince Georges need all the help 
we can get to counter the biiilt- 
in advantage that developer in¬ 
terests already enjoy, I urge you 
to take the time and ex^res.'^ 
strong support for PG-413-84 to 
our local delegates to the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly. Delegates Dev¬ 
lin, Pitkin and Ryan can be

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Out of Tune, Out of Time

The Greenbelt Players have produced an anachronism. 
When Neil Simon wrote “Barefoot in the Park” in 
1963, audiences had never heard of women’s lib. Good 
wives waxed floors, cooked dinners and adored their bread¬ 
winners. The squabbles of newlyweds in a fifth floor walk- 
up in New York mattered to those who saw themselves mir¬ 
rored. The show regaled packed houses. Now it plays like 
an old-time sitcom, hardly more relevant than a Donald 
Duck cartoon to an adult. Our society has grown up. Our 
outlook has matured. Our humor has changed. 

Now, when the wife-as-sex- “Barefoot in the Park” will 
object attempts to seduce her play at the Greenbelt Cultural 


husband who needs to discuss his 
first law case, we don't laugh. 
We wonder at her insensitivity. 
When Paul Bratter, provider, 
leaves the selection of an apart¬ 
ment and its famishing lo his 
zany wife, Oorie, we wonder at 
his sense of self. 

In 1984 we expect women to 
have interests which take them 
beyond kitchen and bedroom 
'Walls. When Corie says. “Did 
you miss me today?" Paul re¬ 
plies, “No, because you called 
me eight times." Funny? No. 
Sad. 

What 1960's play would be 
complete without its womanizer? 
Simon includes one, a Victor Ve¬ 
lasco, heavy on the charm, warm 
and wacky. Despite his outdated 
w'olflike maneuvers, Velasco adds 
flavor and fun to this show. 

The production at the Green¬ 
belt Cultural Arts Center falls 
as flat as the outmoded lines. The 
players spew out sentence after 
sentence with enough time be¬ 
tween each to write a new script. 
When Paul and Corie discover 
their incompatibilities, th-^ ver¬ 
bal fisticuffs should volley like 
machine gun barrages. These 
merely tepid pot-shots lose even 
their old-fashioned punch to the 
tortoise-like pacing. 

The cast, nearly all Greenbelt 
residents, includes Lauren Ethel 
Rieth as Corie, Jeff Beyrent as 
Paul, Mary Yurkovich as Corie s 
afl’able mother, Mike Katz as 
Velasco, Kenny Roll as an ad¬ 
vice-giving telephone repair man, 
and Sherrie Specht as a deliv¬ 
ery person. Judith Holland, also 
of Greenbelt, directed the show. 
Brilliant on stage, Holland has 
used her talents trying to make 
success of an overlaudeJ, out¬ 
moded play with an energetic but 
underdeveloped cast. 

Community theater, unlike 
Kennedy Center productions, has 
a function beyond bringing us 
top-notch entertainment, which 
should also be its goal. In this 
case, it gave Tom Schreiber a 
chance to produce another of his 
fine sets. It offered others the 
chance to get experience in light¬ 
ing, props, and stage manage¬ 
ment. It provides an opportunity 
for acting amateurs to practice. 
The performers, however, should 
not be practicing on opening 
night.

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Greenbelters Attend Hoyer 
Forum on Issues of the 80's

Several Greenbelters were among the 750 people who 
came to the University of Maryland on November 28 to at¬ 
tend the most recent of Rep. Steny Hoyer’s Issues of the 
80’s Forum. This forum, the second in a series designed to 
present a broad spectrum of views on significant, controver¬ 
sial, long-term issues, focused on the question “The U.S. 
and Central America: What is Our Role?” The panel of 
speakers included Representative from the U.S. Congress, 
Michael Barnes; Ambassador from Nicaragua. Antonio 
Jarquin; Director from the U.S. State Department, Dr. Lu¬ 
igi R. Einaudi; Director from The Heritage Foundation, 
Bruce Weinrod; and Dr. Robert A. Pastor, from the Uni¬ 
versity of Maryland. 


After an introduction by Rep. 
Hoyer, the forum proceeded with 
each speaker presenting, in turn, 
his first hand experiences in 
working wTth U.S. policy towards 
Central America. All discussed 
their perceptions of the challenge 
in the region and opportunities 
for meeting those challenges. 
While the panelists expressed 
sharply divergent views on many 
key issues, all agreed that there 
were no easy solutions in Central 
America. All denounced the 
“Death Squad's^’ activities in El 
Salvador, and all agreed that 
right wing violence was the best 
aid for left wing influence in 
the area. There was also a con¬ 
sensus that the problems in Cen¬ 
tral America did not primarily 
originate from communist infil¬ 
tration, but from serious eco¬ 
nomic, health, and military prob¬ 
lems which were indigenous to 
the region. The panelists^ talks 
were followed by questions from 
the audience. 

Greenbeliter Bert Donn ex¬ 
pressed amazement at Hoyer’s 
success in achieving a balanced 
spectrum of viewpoints. Green- 
belter Esther Webb commented 
on the obvious expertise of the 
panelists. Former Greenbelt Citi¬ 
zen of the Year Jim Cassels, said 
that he was especially iniprec.sid 
with Dr. Pastor’s remarks and 
that he was taking advantage 
of the University of Maryland’s 
tuition-free program for Senior 
Citizens by taking Dr. Past^'^’s 
course on “Regional Securitv in 
the Caribbean Basin.” 

Rep. Hoyer was gratified with 
the very large turnout at tnis 
forum and said that the informa¬ 
tion that came out of the meeting 
was helpful to him.

Police Blotter

A strong-arm robbery occurred 
at the rear of the Post Office 
in the municipal parking lot 
when a resident male forcibly re¬ 
moved the victim’s purse from 
her shoulder by pushing her and 
breaking the strap. When the 
suspect fled the area, he was 
captured by witnesses on Braden 
Field and held until the police 
arrived on the scene to make 
the arrest (see “How to Catch 
a Thief” in last week’s News 
Review). The suspect was charged 
with robbery and held on a 
$5000 bond. 

A robbery also took place on 
January 21 at about 3:45 p.m. in 
the 5800 block of Cherrywood 
Terrace when a man approached 
a woman from the rear, took her 
purse and ran. The suspect was 
described as a black male in his 
20’s, 6’ tall, 150 lbs., light 

skinned with no facial hair. He 
was wearing a light brown 
jacket, brown pants and ski boots 
with red laces. 

Two burglaries occurred on 
January 21 in Boxwood, one on 
Hedgewood Dr. and the other on 
Lastner Lane. In both cases, en¬ 
try was gained by kicking in the 
front door. The burglaries look 
place in the afternoon or eavly 
evening hours. 

Two breaking and entering 
cases occurred on January 19 in¬ 
volving storage bins in apart¬ 
ment buildings.
